STILL IN THE WATER 


The Wheeling Engine Will Not Be 


Rescued at Present 


LINE OPEN MONDAY AFTERNOON 


Trains Are Running Regular!v Over the Road 


To Zanesville, But They Cross ihe 


Trestle Slowly. 


The Wheeling & Lake Erie was op- 
ened for traffic Monday afternoon, but 
the engine that was.attached to the 
fast frieght Sunday morning is still 
fast in the mud a mile south of Adams 
Mills and will remain there until the 
waters subside. 
Superintendent Van Dusen and the 
large force at bis command worked 
diligently Monday, and early in the 
afternoon a temporary trestle was 
erected over the spot where the em- 
bankment 
had given way. 
The 
Wheeling has 
had some 
experi- 
ence building trestles since -it pur- 
chased the old Cleveland, Canton & 
Southern, and can now.build th^m 
with dispatch. 
The trestle 
was 


strengthened • as soon as possible, 
and 
the 
north 
bound 
local 
was allowed to cross. 
This was 
accomplished witkout accident and 
soon afterward the afternoon passen- 
ger train for Cleveland went over.The 
force was kept at/ work making the 
structure as strong as possible but nr 
effort was made to raise the engine. 
When the engine went down it 


plunged into water so deep that noth- 
ing can be done toward saying it un- 
til the riyer recedes. 
Even then it 


will probably-be found well buried it 
mud. 
When the 
engine 
will 
be 
brought 
out is problematical but 
there will be no delay 
when the 
crew once gets to work. It will prob- 
ably take a day or two of hard work'to 
put It on the rails. It is not believed 
tbe engine is injured. 
The loss to the 
company will DC 


considerable, but as In all wrecks no 
estimate is given out. The submerged 
boxcar is said to have been loaded 
with cement which, of course, will be 
a total loss,-while running tfains over 
the Cincinnati & Muskinguru "Valley 
and the Pan Handle is another item 
to the list of expenses.

McKay, the insurance man iwho was 
arrested at this place for refusing to 
pay fare on the Pan.Handle when the 
conductor would not accept his mile 
age slip. Railroad men interested in 
the interchangeable mileage oook are 
eagerly awaiting the outcome of the 
trial; The damage action- of J.

Frank Doyle, who was killed in the 
Wheeling*'wreck near Chestnut street 
last August, is also listed for trial.

J; Bittenhouse, owner of the -Park ho- 
tel building, is a case of .local inter- 
est.The docket shows that 20 attorneys 
are practicing regularly in the Co- 
shocton county courts, all but Captain 
Hays, of Warsaw, being residents of 
this city.

Bridge Across the Hudson. 


N:w York. April 30.—The Pennsyl- 


vania railroad is .behind the North 
River Bridge company, which pro- 
poses to build a bridge across the 
Hudson between Twenty-third street 
and the New Jersey shore.
